Hi Eric, 

It was a real pleasure chatting with you yesterday. I'll look forward to a much longer chat when we can meet in St. Louis. 

Unfortunately, I had only a few hours available to me on Friday to locate the presumed negative and it turned out to not be 
enough time. The problem was that the bundle of photos for that and several other CT banks was missing from my file cabinet 
and must be buried in a box of papers still not unpacked from the move to my present house. Without the print I don't have the 
negative number and would have to go through up to 125,000 negatives to find it. I leave for my vacation first thing in the 
morning and I had to work in the pharmacy all day today. I should also mention that there is about a 5% chance that the photo 
doesn't even exist; that is, a few percent of the listings are based on notes or photocopies I saw but could not photograph. 

The best way to solve the problem depends on how much time you have. I will be back from vacation on 8/21 and could 
probably come up with the negative (if there i s one) within a c ouple of days after that. If you need help more urgently, there's a 
possible solution: contact Krause Publications^^^^^^^J and ask for George Cuhaj. You might have dealt with him before. 
He's a nice guy. KP was provided with a full set of all the prints, even those that were not ultimately used in the catalog. If 
George can find the print, he can scan it and email the scan to you. It will not be quite as good as a scan from the original 
negative, but it will certainly be adequate. Of course, I'd still be happy to try help you if you've got the time to wait until I get 
back. Just let me know.

Hi Eric, 


Based on your estimate when we last talked, I trust you are well along on the revision of your paper. 
I've been continuing to go through negatives and am well advanced on that, too, but still no luck on 
finding an image of the issued Bridgeport note. In the meantime, I've discovered the probable source 
of the Canadian note with the grouse. It was a 4-on proof sheet, which has doubtless been cut into 
the individual notes, as is so often the case. I can include that as part of a little writeup. 

If you want more information on Gideon Fairman, it might be worth including some tidbits on 
Gideon's whereabouts in the period 1808-10, a time when some people have thought that he was in 
Newburyport working for Jacob Perkins. Perkins was not a skilled engraver himself and he had to rely 
on others for fine engraving work (like the microlettering on his notes). At first the work was done by 
James Akins, but Akins left Newburyport in 1808 and went to Philadelphia. He was replaced in 1808- 
10 by a Fairman, who has been assumed to be Gideon. It is well known that they were friends later in 
Philadelphia and that Perkins and one of his sons actually resided at Fairman's home in Philadelphia. 
And, I have correspondence and other evidence indicating that while Perkins was in Philadelphia that 
new vignette work required for his Newburyport operation was being done in Philadelphia, not 
Newburyport. Undoubtedly, Fairman was doing it. And, of course, Gideon later went to England with 
Perkins in 1819. 

During the first part of the 19th century Gideon was working in Albany, NY, having served an 
apprenticeship to the engravers and jewelers, Isaac and George Hutton. I believe he never left Albany 
until he moved to Philadelphia in 1810. Accounts of the Vermont State Bank, which I discovered 
during a research trip to VT, clearly show that their first issue was produced by Gideon Fairman in 
Albany and that deliveries were made into 1809. There was always some confusion about his early 
work because he never placed an imprint on his plates. The VT State Bank was a big note issuer, being 
a state-owned multi-branch institution. Interestingly, Fairman lost the contract to none other than 
Jacob Perkins. The VT State Bank contract must have been Fairman's best contract and the loss of it 
must have really hurt. This could well have been the most important single reason for his giving up 
business on his own and moving to Philadelphia the following year. 

The Fairman who worked for Perkins in Newburyport must have been Gideon's brother, David, also an 
engraver. David is known to have been in Newburyport engraving maps at that time and he could 
easily have done both things. Akins before him had carried on an active business on his own in 
addition to engraving bank notes for Perkins. Part of the reason for the close connection between 
Jacob Perkins and Gideon Fairman, then, could have been because of Gideon's brother, David. 


Let me know if any of the above fits into what you are doing. Perhaps another phone conversation 
would be in order. If a side bar is to come from me, I'd certainly like to talk about the form, size, etc.

Dear Jim: 

the 6th edition of Canadian Bank Notes arrived in good shape and I thank you sincerely for it. 

I now must ask you a number of questions: 

Was the $5 Bank of Montreal proof listed in other editions or imaged in other editions as that would be important? Let me 
know the earliest and the page number.. 

Were you the discoverer of the grouse on the proof Canadian bank note and who if any have you told about it? 

.The 6th edition gives a $600 value for the $5 proof bank note and it would be great for me to acquire an example if such 
an item is actually available. That would mean that there was more than one sheet, to which you refer in your message 
as the original and is probably in the national collection.. 

For publication I think it would be necessary to obtain a clear digital image which could be used for publication as the 
engraving firm's name particularly is very unclear on the image in the book you sent. Perhaps the publisher has such an 
image. 

The 6th edition is dated 2008 and I wonder if another edition is in the works. 

To answer your questions about my progress I am glad to tell you that University of Pennsylvania Press has printed the 
off prints ordered by Peck and me at our expense and said they are on the way to Peck. Peck will then send me a group 
of off prints. I have not even seen an original printing of the Journal of the Early Republic containing our article (printed by 
the above Press) and thus have been delayed in the revision. I have started it. I want to eliminate anything without real 
numismatic interest and am urged by the Numismatist to have it short enough for one issue. That is why I am 
studying about and thinking about your wonderful material on Perkins related engraving ability or lack thereof at 
that time. (See August 2010 The Numismatist on "Perkins and the Washington Medal" by John Kraljevich which 
says Perkins did some complex engraving in Newburyport in 1792 of the Washington President and other coins and 
medals). I think this issue should be a separate article by you or someone else because I disagree with Kraljevich 
based mostly on other of my research. 

As to your grouse side bar for The Numismatist I want you to be satisfied completely with it but naturally it may be edited 
a little. 

I am sorry it is so tedious for you to keep looking for the issued Bridgeport note source but c'est la vie. 

My wife and I are going to Peter and Carol Gaspar's country home on Sunday so we will get in some numismatic 
discussion. I also look forward to your contemplated visit to St. Louis. 

Did you know that my grandfather graduated from the St. Louis College of Pharmacy about 1874 and met my 
grandmother later at a school picnic?

Hi Eric, 

I'll deal with your various questions as quickly as I can. For the past two weeks I've been putting in very 
long hours and am definitely sleep-deprived. Most of it has been related to my work at the pharmacy 
and our change to a new pharmacy software system that is driving us all mad. Anyway, a couple of 
things I can answer right away and the rest I can answer (at least as much as I know) in the next few 
days. The first is that I am the one who discovered the grouse on the Canadian note. I told my friend 
Walter Allan about it, as it was at his house that I discovered it (by finding a photograph of one of the 


notes in a pile of misc. things he had). After I found the photograph, I looked the note up in his catalog 
(the same edition I sent you) and found it was illustrated there. I haven't got all the previous editions of 
the catalog, but Walter does and I'll have him check them right away. I believe that a new edition is not 
being contemplated for at least 12 months. I can find out more about that point, too. 

Walter gave me the photo of the Canadian note he had (check letter B — the second note from the top). 
It is a bit dark, but clearly shows the imprint: Fairman, Draper Underwood & Co. I'll scan the photo and 
remove the darkness and we'll see how it looks. 

Re: Perkins' engraving ability. While I am convinced that his bank-note engraving ability was primitive, I 
have no basis for a similar claim about his ability to engrave coinage and medal dies. For his first steel 
bank-note plate (finished in 1805) Perkins relied heavily on James Akin for the engraving and he 
publically said so. By the way, I have to add to what I said earlier that not only was some vignette work 
done in Philadelphia for Perkins' Newburyport operation, but at least one (and probably two) full plates 
were engraved there as well. In fact the one plate was referred to in bank-note company accounts and 
some correspondence I found as the "Philadelphia" plate. It featured a glorious full-note vignette that to 
me is undoubtedly the work of Fairman. 

I didn't know about your grandfather-how interesting!!

The other three notes on the sheet almost certainly exist and, as far as I can tell, were 
undamaged. I was able to ascertain that the Christies lot was purchased by a Canadian dealer. 
Through my friend, Walter Allan, I asked him if he still had any of the notes, but he said they were 
all sold years ago. The only sale he remembers was to the National Currency collection at the 
Bank of Canada, which must have been made after the sheet was cut up into the four notes. 

When the check letter B note (which happens to be the note the Bank of Canada got) was 









photographed, it was still part of the sheet. I cropped out the portion of the note above that was in 
Walter Allan’s photo. 

My wife is a runner and she broke two bones in her foot while running. I think she stepped on a 
hidden rock. Fortunately, she didn’t fall. She has a protective boot to wear during the day, so she 
can get around OK. I’m sure she’ll recover completely, given a bit of time.
